The past week was one of hectic 
interest and witnessed one or two of 
the most significant happenings dur- 
in gthe present session of the legis- 
lature of Alberta. , 

In the first place the long expected 
Social Credit enabling bill was intro- 
duced in the house by Premier Wil- 
liam Aberhart, It was not the con- 
troversial instrument it had been ex- 


pected to be, being in its general 
principle simply the authority for 
making a complete study of Social 


Credit, to employ experts to advise 
on the system and the instituting of 
it, and it contains no powers which 
are not at present in the possession 
of the governmént through the me- 
dium of the public accounts and ag- 
ricultural committees. It will be re- 
mombered that the U.F.A.  govern- 
ment during the last session invited 
Major C. H. Douglas to come to Al- 
berta and act as special reconstruc- 
tion adviser with a view to finding a 
suitable plan of Social Credit for the 
province. The new bill only gives 
the legislature or government power 
to do the same thing. 


Discussion on the principle of the. 


bill will take place when it comes up 
for second reading and on its detais 
during its passage through commit- 
tee. Opposition members are likely 
to point out that in their opinion the 
measure is only a gesture to the ;zov- 
ernment’s supporters. 

Of course, the real intent and pow- 
ers of the Social Credit bill will not 
be fully known until the government 
has had a chance to explain their 
views on these features, and it is not 
to be supposed Premier Aberhart and 
his advisers have taken any mere 
empty gesture as a step in the direc- 
tion of implementing the  govern- 
ments main aim and promise .It will 
be wisdom to await the full revela- 
tion of the cabinet's plans before ex- 
pressing any judgment as. final

MEDICINE HAT, Mar. 11.—As ex-

man Stack of Medicine Hat observed 


Engineer William D. MacKinnon 
slumped forward in his seat at the 
locomotive throttle. He asked the 
engineer if he was “feeling okay” and 
got no reply. Engineer MacKinnon 
was found to be dead. 

Stack — a qualified engineer, like 


most men firing locomotives today 
took the throttle and piloted the train 
into Bassano, where examination dis- 
closed heart failure as cause of death, 
There will be no inquest.

THE UNIVERSITY OF ALBERTA 

Wisely the provincial government did uo! 
make any serious cuts in the prant to the 
University of Alberta when the budget for 
1936 was prepared. Some people have beer 
inclined to the belief that this unive ity i 
too expensive and its services should 
curtailed. Such an idea is erroneous. 

The university fills an important and use 
ful place in the life of the province. It pro- 
vides a place where young men and women 
may obtain an education in the higher 
branches of the arts and sciences. It furn- 
ishes a central point for the development of 
knowledge and culture which permeates the 
population. 

“It is a place,” says J. H. Newman in 
“The Idea of a University,” “where inquiry 
is pushed forward, and discoveries verified

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and perfected, and rashness rendered innoc- 
uous, and error exposed, by the*tollision of 
mind with mind, and knowledge with 
knolwedge.” 

The University of Alberta is a great asset 
to the province. But its value is imponder- 
able. It cannot be measured with money. 
But it is there. 

It takes generations to build a university, 
fo place around it the halo of respect and 
veneration which such institutions seem to 
require. Like a tree, hard to start when 
planted, but when the.roots find favoring 
soil, deep-rooted and firm when once estab- 
lished, the university needs careful nurture 
and assistance in its more youthful years. 

The University of Alberta is not much 
older than a quarter of a century. It has just 
made a nice start on its career. It has taken 
the leadership, in many respects, among 
the various provincial universities in| West- 
ern Canada. It would be a mistake now to 
put any handicap upon its development.
